The department of national defence is 
placarding the country with notices read- 
ing: “Be careful. Do not discuss naval, 
military or air force matters.” 

Meaning of course troop movements 
and confidential matters of all kinds 
which Nazi agents in Canada might think 
Berlin should be told about.

But the 
early rounds of a set-to do not count for 
much unless they result in one party being 
completely knocked out—which has not 
happesed and is not going to happen in 
Norway. Mr. Firpo, it may be recalled, 
once knocked Mr. Dempsey clear out of 
the ring, over the ropes, and landed him on 
the reporters’ table. But that was a tacti- 
cal mistake, for Dempsey got mad, climb- 
ed back and started to fight. Firpo didn't 
hear the referee count him out. 

There is a tradition that it is not good 
business for an enemy to maul British 
troops badly at the start of a campaign. 
Britain, too, has a habit of getting peeved 
at that sort of treatment, and the enemy 
notices it—so long as he is able to notice 
anything. The Norwegian campaign will 
run true to form.

Gandhi says he has no desire to “em- 
barrass the British, especially at a time 
when it is a question of life and death 
with them.” And, he might have added, 
with the people of India as well. If the 
British moved out, the Nazis or the 
Soviets would move in, and India would 
experience what befell the Finns and 
the Poles, who also wanted to rule them- 
selves, 


Signor Grandi seems to have thought 
it necessary or advisable to urge the 
people of Italy to “continue blind fidelity 
to Il Duce”, which admonition the news- 
papers repeat and emphasize as though 
they suspected the Italians were develop- 
ing some curiosity to know where Benito 
is leading them. The inference may be 
wrong, but the continuous pep-talk ad- 
ministered to the Italian people suggests 
an uneasy feeling as to their contentment 
in the state of ignorance in which they are 
being kept. 


A correspondent of The Chicago News, 
who investigated the facts in Olso, cables 
from Stockholm that the Nazi invading 
force sailed for Norway two days be- 
fore the British laid those mine fields 
along the Norse coast—which action has 
been stated at Berlin to have caused the 
decision to send the expedition. It should 
be noted that he represents a newspaper 
which has never shown pro-Ally senti- 
ment. His presentation of the sequence of 
events cannot thefefore be discounted on 
the ground of partiality. 


The Italian substitute for a parliament 
has adjourned. Count Grandi dismissed 
the members with the information that 
Italy knows its “responsibilities and 
duties.” Meaning that Mussolini knows, 
but did not see fit to tell them. The res- 
ponsibilities and duties of the members 
will ist in keeping their mouths shut 
until the oracle tells them what they will 
be permitted to say. That is the type of 
rule free peoples are being told they would 
profit themselves by adopting or permit- 
ting the totalitarian bosses to impose upon 
them.

Summer's Campaign 

The Times and other London newspapers 
have been warning the public not to expect 
too quick results of the Allied campaign to drive 
the Germans out of Norway. On Friday, Mr. 
Churchill left the impression that it may be a 
summer's job to purge the soil of Norway of the 
poisonous presence-of the Nazis, So far, 55,000 
men have been moved into Norway, without 
loss of a single man en route, 

It is characteristic of the British system to 
make careful preparations and there are many 
signs that all the implications of the serious 
work ahead are being appreciated. The fact 
remains that it suited the British strategy to 
open a new front for mobile attack by both 
army and navy; and if that is so, then it may 
suit the British and French to make the Nor- 
wegian campaign a first-class show where the 
Germans can be accommodated with major 
engagements.—Vancouver Sun. 


Canada’s Trade Abroad 


The balance of Canada's trade in March was 
favorable to the extent of $6,731,244, compared 
with $1,272,518 in February and $11,702,014 in 
March, 1939. 

Canada's external trade in March aggregated 
$160,199,036 compared with $143,355,624 in the 
previous month and $128,463,702 in March, 1939. 
Domestic exports were valued at $82,719,395 
compared with $71,078,946 in February and 
$69,269,525 a year ago, while the imports were 
worth $76,733,896 as against $71,041,553 in 
February and $58,380,844 a year ago. Foreign 
exports totalled $745,745 compared with $1,235,- 
125 in February and $813,333 in March, 1939. 

Owing to a change in the period covered by 
the monthly export and import statistics, March, 
1940, figures show a considerable artificial re- 
duction and April, 1940, will show a consider- 
able artificial increase as compared with the 
same months in previous years. 

The duty collected on imports in March 
amounted to $9,702,993 compared with $9,106,645 
in February and $8,044,036 in March, 1939.— 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 


Moisture Still Below Average 


The wheat crop of Western Canada is now 
being seeded, and the harvest next fall will de- 
pend mainly upon the amount of moisture avail- 
able to the crop. 

This moisture includes the rains which fell 
last fall—which form the reserve available to 
carry the plant over in times of stress, and 
available also to increase the yield per acre— 
and includes naturally the rains which will fall 
during the growing season from April 1 until the 
time of harvesting about August 1. (Snowfalls 
which occur between November 1 and April 1, 
while helpful in filling up sloughs and making 
water available for human needs and for live- 
stock, have not been found, as a rule, to be of 
much value as far as producing crops is con- 
cerned.) 

The precipitation which occurred last fall, in 
terms of the normal or avcrage, in Alberta was 
78%, im Saskatchewan 48% and in Manitoba 
80%, or averaged together for the three prove 
inces and weighted for wheat acreage, the mois- 
ture reserve available for the present crop on 
April 1 was only 62% of normal. 

Better than average precipitation, however, 
has occurred from April i to this date, so that 
the situation has improved, and today is as 
follows: 

In Manitoba the total moisture available to 
the crop is now 81° of normal, in Saskatchewan 
57%, and in Alberta 101%, or averaging the 
three provinces together and weighting for 


wheat acreage the combined prairie moisture 
condition is now 75% of normal, or stil) con- 
vy the average.
